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А Terror in Modern Schools. 


Progressive students of modern edu- 
cational problems are coming more and 
more to realize the glaring imperfec- 
tions of prevailing educational methods. 
It has seemed to many able minds 
that though children make progress in 
schools, they dosoin spite of the meth- 
ods sometimes employed, Тһе follow- 
ing from the Kansas Су Journal, регі 
nent to the subject, shows the mon- 
strous evils of public school examina- 
tions: 


Educational experts in some of the 
cities of the East are considering the ad 
visability of discontinuing the system of 
final examinations that is in almost uni 
versal vogue. For a long time there has 
been a lay sentiment against the annual 
or biennial inquisition that determines 
the pupils’ fitness for promotion. The 
fact that the teachers themselves are now 
interested in the subject indicates that 
the agitation bas some merit that justifies 
its being brought forward at this time. 
Public school examinations have been 
almost invariably the terror of boys and 
girls who, at the end of a term of close 
application and hard study, find them- 
selves worn out and not fully equal to 
this final spasm of intellectual endeavor. 
Seldom is a formal examination just or 
reasonable. In many cases it is merely a 
trial of memory in certain rules and 
formulae, and comes easy to those of 
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еззу mental retention, but is real torture 
to those less fortunate ones who are 
obliged to review and cram during the 
closing days of the school term, until the 
added exertion brings on or endangers 
collapse. 

It is not rare to find some exceptionally 
apt pupil who is able to slur over a study 
until almost the last moment, and then 
by systematic cramming pass a credit- 
able examination, although that pupil's 
real knowledge of the subject may be su- 
perficial and almost valueless. On the 
other hand, many boys and girls of stu- 
dious application and really meritorious 
scholarship, become nervous and forgetful
